Their belief in tho efficacy 
of charms is very strong. The other 
day while walking in the \voocw near 
Montgomery, I mot a young negro who 
had e. red bead and a largo piece of lead 
fastened to a strong cord anil tied around 
his neck. He told me that he was trou- 
bled by frequent and long-continued 
bleedings from the nose, and that the 
red lead—"blood bead" he called it— 
and lead had been given him by an old 
womnn doctor. She hail assured him 
that as long as he wore the charm his 
nose would never Heed again, and said 
he, "Sore 'uoogli, I husn't had_ no 
trouble never since." L.wt veek, m a 
police justice's, court in Montgomery, a 
good looking young negro girl appeared 
and wanted a warrant made out for tlie 
arrest of an old black womnn named Sne 
Williams. "What has Sne done to yon," 
asked the justice: whereupon, after ft 
good deal of stammering, the girl told 
fcer story 
as 
follows: 
She 
was

with

man whom she knew did not return 
her passion, and hearing that old Sue 
could prepare a powder which never 
iaileci to make a man love the woman 
who administered it to him, she went to 
the old woman nnd told her trouble. 
Sue told her that she would prepare a 
powder at ouce, and that it uuuld not 
fail to have the desired effect. 
Sue then 


went into an inner room, and soon re- 
turned with a paper containing what ap- 
peared to bo » lew grains of white sugar. 
far this she charged the girl a dollar. 
Subsequently the powder was adminis- 
tered to the young man iu a glass of 
beer, but as he had failed to show any 
symptoms of lore for the girl she want- 
ed old Sue arrested as a cheat. The jus- 
tice told her that he could not have Sue 
arrested, but that he would make her 
refund the dollar and prevent her from 
selling any morelr-ve charms."

This was done because 
he promised his old master thai, he would 
vote the Democratic ticket. Would not

The Outrage Mill.
